Hon Helmcken moved that the Gov" 
ornor will be pleased to obtain and place 
before this Council doriog the next ensu- 
ing session statistics of the amount of 
tlio various Agricultural, Herticaltural 
and the Dairy produclions produced in 
Vancouver Island, and upon the banks of 
Lower Fraser, during the year 1809; 
and similar information with regard to 
the iuierior of the Mainland; also, ihe 
quantity of live stock (domestic), the 
number of acres taken up, the number of 
farms and popnlaiioa cxisiing in each, 
respectively. Ha did not desire the mat- 
ter reduced to very fine points, he only 
wished to have a general idea. 

Besolutioo carried. 

Hon Helmeken moved, that in the 
opinion of this Council it would be bene- 
ficial to the Colony, were a site apprppri'< 
oted for the deposition and continual 
exhibition of its natural and other prodnc- 
tiona. His object in this motion was to 
have a place where strangers could go and 
see for themselves the resources of the 
rountry. , 

Hon Holbrook— There was a good 
masaam at New Westminster containing 
all tbe'^peoimens requisite to afford the 
information alluded to, and which would 
answer all the purposed without a further 
outlay of public money. 

Hon Helmukon— These specimens bad 
better bo all sent down here, and ha 
would like to know, by the way, when the 
bills were to be sent bowu. (Oh, ho, aud 
langbter^. 

The resolution was carried. 

THE BOHOOI. BILI.. 

Hon Alston, in bringing forward the 
School Bill for a second reading, con- 
ceived ho was introducing the most iin ■ 
portant measure of the sossou next to the 
Mining ■'Sitl. He took it for granted that 
it was t% duty of all good Governments 
to place-Education within tho/oach of all, 
but at -the same time there was a corres-i 
ponding obligation on tho part of 
thoBO who wero to benefit by tho in- 
itruotion, to show by oxortionH on 
thoir part that they woro worthy of 
tho blessing thus oxiondod to thona. 
li vas quite true that those unable to 
help thomeelvua must bo taught free, 
bat those who bad the monns woro ex'. 
pocted to moot the Go./orninont half'» 
way. Tho schools would bo open to 
cbildronof every donoraination. Tho 
By jtom wou d bo entirely volaotary. 
!!(■ know the opinion had been enter- 
tained that education must bo ojoi- 
pulsory, that thoro ought to bo no 
ohanoo of ovasion on the pai t of iho 
people or on tho part of ihu Govern- 
ment ; but ho could assure bon mom- 
bars that no suoh eystom could exist 
in a country peopled by the Anglo- 
Saxon race. In Prussia, under a des- 
potic Government, such a rule mijiht 
" bo poHsiblo ; whore, for instance, a 
inan was nnt allowed to marry unions 
ho could bhow ihaL ho was in a posi- 
tion to mauilaiii a wife. (Laughter.) 
Tho question wu» whether tho syatom 
(0 be adopted was 19 bo iree or not, 



and ho oonceivod that tho systena of 
free education was most vicious ; It 
was burdensoDQO to those who contri- 
buted to denorainalicnal sobools, who 
did not doaire froo sohool eduoatiun, 
and it deslroyed that Btimuius to pxer- 
lion which would exist wore the 
scholars required to pay soinething 
towards tho cost of education. In 
other countries, as for iustanoo, Eag* 
land, aiiom of: money was appropriat- 
ed for Education, and out of that a 
portion was given towards tho sup- 
port of denominational sohools eati- 
matcd by tho dogreo of olBoionoy 
shown to exist in their mode ot im- 
parting instruction. The, Rigged 
Sobools were entirely irco, but they 
were supported by voluntary pubsorip-. 
lion. In all iho Colonies of England 
grants wore made to nou'soctarian 
schooln, but in no cuso woro they 
wholly free. In Canada a fixed grunt 
was made to denominational schools 
in proportion to the population of tho 
whole country. Thoro were threo 
modes of raising tho necossary funds 
by voluntary Bubsoripiion, by a school 
rato, or so much per head for oaoh 
scholar, or a rale on rosident houso- 
holdors. In Australia tho anmo pro- 
oeedings were adopted as in Canada, 
lu the United States there were no 
grants to donorninational schools; 
Uioy had Bchool rate-s aiij)licablo to 
this particular purpose. Wo cannoL 
sot oursolves up to bo wiser than tho 
great men who had studied tho qnos- 
tioD In all its bearings, and who had 
oome to the conclusion that free sohools 
woro vicious in prinoiplo. Free schools 
existed in VanoTuver Island, but Ihoy 
had proved a comploto t'ailuro, tho 
maohinory w:is dol'eciivo and wiihin a 
year they oamo to an end. Tho 
ooantry Boboois languished and noarly 
all now cease to exist, and tho town of 
Victoria has swallowed up nearly all 
tho grunt. The touchers .'U-o. and 
always woro, didsatishod both with the 
Board of Education and with tho 
Government, and tho B mrd of Edu- 
cation are supposed by the public to 
bo equally dissatiafiod, and yol I need 
not say, neither the Board uor tho 
Government* have boon in anywise to 
blamo. That act is a failuro iiucoHsarx 
ily irom tho inhorooi viciuu noss ot 
tho eysloin and from tho imporf'out 
provisions contained. If the rovonuo 
of this Colony could all'ord it, 1 am 
free to confers that I piofor tho 
method adopted in E igland ot dt<- 
nomiuational grauiB, bouauso 1 boliovo 
that education without religion is 
wanting in all knowledge, wanting in 
spirit; in the abaouco of roli',nou wo 
are but enjoying tho shadow and al- 
lowing tho subHiunco to uludo us. Tho 
church ho belonged to had done much 
ill that respect; but rather than have 
no system of education at all, he would 
accept tho only hyitam that has any 
chance here aud would wait, ropuadng 
the while : — 

"Oh ror thu comlni? of thil glorioua llf o 
Vhcu iirizuin kiiowloJu'J "oblesl wealth 

Anil bfBt prul 'ctiu.i, ihij Imp-Tial Realm, 
Wiilluahn cx«:ts iillc^gmBcc, alii'H admit 
An ubiii;;ition uu her iiart to Uiich 
Thoi" who nre b'lni to servo hor and obey ; 
IhMdiiif! hereclfhy alatulo to aicuro 
For »11 Iho cblldreii w lom hor sunl inilutalu, 
Ttie rudiments 01 lotlera.and iiitorm 
Tbo mind witn moral mm ruHciouj troto, 
Butb uDdmtoad lind ii'actlccd . ao tbat none, 
However destltnto, bo lelt to droop 
Bf timolr oalluie unsustaioed. ■ 

Hon Wood could not allow the ob- 
servations of tho bon mombof who 
bad just roauraod hi^ seat, vo pass un- 
ans-verod, as ho had spoken in dis- 
puragomont of the sysiom of free 
education which formerly existed on 
thid lalandi although ho iatondod to 
give the Bill his Bupport, ho differed in 
one point from tho lion gontloman who 
brougibt it forward. Whoihor tho 
grant: was placod upon tho Bifi.natos 
and henco by moans of tax<iH or by a 
local rato, which really moan*, tho 
same thing, ha thought it a pubiis 
duty to educate tho paoplo. What ho 
objeoied to was that certain of tho 
people woro supposed to bo worthy of 
chiirity, and thus class was sot aL;iiiii-t 
cla-P. A^ fur u-i ho know, ho was 
under tho impression that tho bon 
member was misinformed in respeot* to 
the school systoms in other oountrioii 
when ho said thoro woro no froo 
schools in any ot tho otbor Britiih 
(JolonioB. Tho grants for pueh pur- 
posos might nat bo in tho B4tiraat0H 
but tho system miirlit ueveriholots pros 
vail. He had always boon led to 
bolievo that in ^^uw Z>'alarid froo 
schools existed, and also in '/'iotoria, 
Australia, ilo had rocominorided the 
hoa gentleman to rank Kiigland last, us 
the systom whioli prevailed there was 
vicious and unworthy of tho ago. 1 1 
would be bettor to be taught by Cunada 
or tho United States, where cdiicaiiou 
was uiMlL-rstnod to hi; tho ri.^ht ot all ami 
nut that of a ehiss. This may bo^ a 
theory perhaps, but it is a theory which 
as daily gaining ground. In Canada the 
free school system would soon be universal, 
as the legibiatiuu tended that way as 
also for compulsory education. (Via hon 
gentleman referred to a report from which 
ho read some e.xiructs ; tho report had 
been compiled from personal experience 
of tho writer in England, Canada, and 
tho United Slates, aud a coraparirfoii 
of' oplaions wilb gentlemen from each of 
these countries). Tho question was not 
us to whether a tax or a rale should bn 
levied ibr tho Hiippori of the suhools, or 
whether they should bo part free ; but 
wliethor the Legislature should not make 
them all free. As to eompuUoiy educa- 
tion he could not see how that could bo 
deemed tyranny, as a man, if his senses 
were so blunt as to bo ignorant of tho 
diffarenca bouvuen lijjbt unil wiong, ahoiiKl 
bo inado to uiulottitaiid by tjovei'iiniunl oiiaot~ 
mciit. Tho prev.tili'ii; o|)i[iioii llitt oikica- 
lion waa a rinlii, wns uiio cloinonl whii:h ha.l 
bean allowed to slmnbec in uur oouutry. 
The gystemtof Tree' edaoation io' 'Vsnooaver 
laiaDd fell fromMbe wbnt er>'adIBoi^at ma- 
obioer; ; bat tbe faot was that ia 1865 ibit' 



colony was' under froo institutiona, 810,000 
ncre voted for the support of eduoatioo, but 
ine moaay was not forihcbmiag, and the 
Superiiuaodenl of Eduoatioo, who bad booa 
appointed, was disoharKcd. During iho first 
year the Bystem was quite sueoeeslal. Mr 
Waddington did all ia his po'.vcr to make 
tho sydtora cffaotivo. Since that tiraa boys 
and pirla bad baen pluood under ■ mole 
teachers, which hits CQUaed immonao diasatis' 
fauiioQ. A. aupariulendont of oducation 
was absolutely nocesaary aa be was tba pro- 
per parsoa to whom oil oomplaiDta iboald 
ba made, and who would atteod to all the 
dotaila of the inatilulion. Soonar Or lator 
eduaation would ba entirely free. Ha would 
movo an amendmeut when the bill waa in 
committea, not that be expeoied to ba sao- 
ceaaful, but in order to eoe who were (bo 
trienda of the ayatera. 

IloD Helmcken did not rise to oppose tho 
bill, but to aay Boinathing ogainst it. So 
'ar aa education goes ha would tlo ss rauuh 
for every child io the colony aa any iiiuii. 
Tha eduootioo proposed to bo afforded at 
theai aehools did not 150 far BDOUgh, it only 
designed to track the mare rudimeniti; al 
present the oolony could not oflbrd to do 
bolter. What they must think of now wos 
10 be praotical in matters of the klod; tbey 
mmt recollect tho araall number of people 
iiud tba sinall amount of money ihut was to 
spare. Aa far as Vaacouvor Island was 
concerned, free sohoola proved b failuro 
bt'cauaa the GovarnraeDt did not give the 
mouoy voted; tha aobool syatetn must fail 
becauHB Governncenl did. It was useless 
going back to what waa dead and bariod, 
luid the lombalono (lie hon proposor of iho 
bill had tried to erect onaneiateJ that Gov- 
urnmoul froo aohoolB wa^i a failuro. 'I'ho 
board machinery waa Iho old talo over 
again; his exptn-iouco of Boards was, that us 
a rulo the whole of iho duiic« fell upon the 
ahooldero of one or two individnals however ; 
cotnpetenl they may be lor ihe duties they 
eniiroly omit to attend to them Ho would 
propose that tho Board bo struck out ; the 
Governor in Council v.-r 1 tho proper bead ot 
-.1 systom ol eduoalion baeaase lio could bo 
wii'iii responsi'jlo. Boards had no itaponai- 
bility. Governmoat was as well able to take 
care of lha aobool funds a, a iioard, and 
with quite aa ranch safely ; Govarameut was 
u9 well able to appoint aobool teachois and to 
attend genorally to the Bapervision 88 a 
Board. To give ttie power into tho hands 
ot a Board was to [zivo the Government an 
excuse for Deylectiug educatiou, thug tho 
Qovernraeot skirks its duty. Tho Govern- 
raeni oould manage everything couneeted 
with odooation more chooply ihon a Board, 
and keep tho aoeounta witboat expenaa to ibe 
colony at all. One of ibe officials could alleod 
10 that ; a aalariod oEBoial was not DBoessary 
for cariying out tho spirit of the Act. 510,- 
OQO wns tlio wholo auiouQl oppropriated for 
schools. A siijierintendont would have to bo ap, 
poiiitod.wbo would luivo to visit all the schuoU 
oiico in ovory year; bo would have to go ncarlj 
to Cariboo ao'l all over tbo Colony. Tbe su- 
pcrlulendent's salary and travnling s.ipenscs 
would bo about $2000, or ono-fillb of llio eii. 
tiro sum oppropriated for Iho support of Kii- 
ucntioQ throagbout tbo country. For that 
sum two or threo schoolsinaaters luigUt be 
pjovided. They would be ablo to judge trom 
that wheihcr it would not b» better te do 
without a special superintendent. Govern- 
miint bas paid oflicers all over the country who 
might bo mado to enquire into sobool matters 
and report to the Government. They could 
exLiraiuo into tbe cause of all complaints. 
Government could depute a half=4psen of its 
odio.r. to cittuiino osTo^he workiog of the 
local Boards, wlioao duty it would bo to aee 
tlio schools properly carried on. Tbe local 
Boards wero elective, and would take a great 
interest in tbe scbemo. As to tho appoint, 
menl of nine moiabors to tho Central Board, 
bo did not see where they could bo lakuu 
from, as thoy could not be expected to come 
all tbo way from tbo cxtremua of tbo Colony. 
He did not seo tbat tho bill would do belter 
for them than tbe free school aystom. There 
were 425 children ia tbo entire Colony; and 
if tbey paid one dollar eaob, tbat would not 
amount to much ; but from that amoant tbej 
must except thoao who conld not pay, and who 
mint attend obarity schools. Hon membera 
must seo Uow such a system would foil in 
rural districts, whero they could not calcu- 
luto ou mora limn twenty children, particularly 
where tho districts were Ibiuly populated. It 
would fall heavily on those who were strug- 
gling to got their farms into a state of cuki- 
VHtion. Tbe system would not work under 
tbo voluntary system becauso tho poor school- 
master miRlU get the oiiohall from the Gor- 
ernment, but bo would lind it very hard to get 
the other half from tbo farmers— perhaps he 
would never get it. He would allow the sal- 
aries in proportion to tbo districts, becauso 
the schoolmaster in town would be able to get 
tbo half from all hU scholars ; and tbey would 
M naya exceed in numVier Ibose of tbe country 
Bcbooliuaster. Then tbe schoolmaster in tbe 
rural districts might be quitii tts well educated 
as t'l confere in town, and would bo likely to 
do bolter, having poorer scbolars By ar- 
ranging lh<i salaries to suit tbo disvTiots, it 
would give the schoolmaster an interest u the 
attoudanco of the scholars, Tliere was notH. 
inii ill tbe bill by which the piymcut of foes 
could bo enforced, as it was entirely a volun- 
tary system. The bill would not succeed iu 
its present form ; cither Government must 
pay ttio wholo o.vponso of educilion, or tho 
local Hoards must bo empowered to collect tbo 
fees. Perhaps tbo alterations would be bettor 
mada in Uoloct Oommittee. 

Hon Uarrall said he would support tba bill 
before tbe House; be was in favor of free 
schools ; but the free Bohool system wns a fail, 
uro in this Oolony. Tbo grant for tbe whole 
Colony was only the amount which had pre- 
viously lieeu gr inlcd for Vancouver Island 
alone. There woro a ijrcal number of appli- 
ciuion? for .'irhool tsriints, and the present hill 
gave tli Mv tho best way of gutting out of these 
applicmiuua. llu did not think the free achmil 
sy.-itcui would ho n|.v,licablo to tho .Mainland ; 
and the idea of plnciuj; the managetiieiit in the 
h.iiiils uf (! iveruuu'iit luid oHicials would not 
work, as ho did not think nbo members of the 
(iuvcrnmont took much interest in tbo sulijoct; 
I heir seats wore all empty, a Baard would 
thornforo be nonoBsary. AQovernment member 
had said tbat he did not care for public opia- 
iun as cxpresBod in the public journnla — then, 
what elTuct would the ropresentaliona of pop. 
ular membera in tbat Houso have upon him 7 
If tho Board was deemed iinpracltcablo, the 
ni uingemuat of public histriiciion shouhl bo 
filaceil in Llio Deparluient of Lauds and Works. 
Ho wa.s sure the Chief ConiinissiGner would 
lake the fostering cire of any system of Kd- 
ucalion which inl^hi, bo decided upon into 
his charge, as bo would take groat pleasure in 
teaching iho you'ig idi'ft liow to shoot. It 
behoved the Councul to make tbe $10,000 go 
as far as posaibio. Ilo vas not a parent — but 
ho did not know bow soon be might be quali- 
hod for tbat poiition; 

Hon Havclock supportol the bill ns tbo most 
practicable iiieasiiro at present. Ilo would 
limit the Rranis to schools in proportion to 
tho numoer of children. Vbcro a school was 
desired, tbo bill oilers ascistanco to thoao who 
de.'ire to help iliemsclves. Tbo systom of froo 
schools wi'.s impOiJaiblo in low countriea ; ho 
WHS in fiiv u' of suob a ayg-.oin whore It wns 
posaible lo adopt it ; but tte present state of 
out flnancos does not permit us to carry out 
tba free sobool system. Ei did liot see wUb 
that syatom boir tbey oovld giro to mtf 



district a school ; the bllf provides for that. 
Tbo pooplo were not bo tbin^skinuod as one 
hon member bad stated ; children had been 
admitted to sohools where bo had boon, 
and did think it any degredatiou. lie 

hoped they woro not going to make this a great 
question of education, but tbat tbey would 
decido what wos host for tho Colony. 

Hon Walkem — The Ifroe School system 
would apply better to tbii Oolony than to any 
other place tbat bo knew of ; ho did nci think 
gentlemen could mako tbe present bill work, 
as boards wero always fatluroa. It wns always 
tho case with any Boardatbat had come wilb- 
!□ bis experience however great tbeir capital; 
many instances could be named wbere cora-< 
pnnica that would otherwise be successful 
languish simply for want of attention on the 
part of tho Diroctors, A Board would have 
nothing to sacrifice ; thoy would tako tbe 
wholo burden of Eduoatioa to lot it fall 
into confusion for want of attention. But 
oven with tho prospect of such a result he did 
not think a Board could bo found. Governs 
mont should be answerable for such a thing 
as tnia. It is well known that there arc many 
children on this Island who aro peculiarly 
situated as far as parentage is concerned, ond 
uqIoss some system can bo created to admit of 
their boiog educated free they would never 
be oducated at all. TbO bost thing would bo 
to givo those poor creatures the means of pro- 
viding for themaelvos by giving them a good 
oducation. 

Hon Davie would go with tho provisions of 
tho bill us far as possible, but as it stands it 
would certainly prove a failuro. Tbo Metchoi 
sin road was twenty miles long, and ho did 
not SCO how such a district could bo provided 
with schools, as tho parents, principally far- 
mers, had not cash enough to provide them- 
selves with commor.. necessaries, as tho road 
was in such a slate that they could not bring 
thoir produce to market. Education should 
be compulsory, and a general system involving 
that provision would be tbo best. 

Hon Drake had iiatened to tbe objections 
adduced against tbe bill, and these he bad 
reduced to two In the flr8feplace,lt was tho 
question of Boards. He thought that objec- 
lion might be obviated by tbe addition of 3 or 
•1 members of tbo Government to assist at 
their dcliberalions. Such an arrangement 
would secure to this House the right lo call 
for returns, and would ensure iho administra- 
tion of tho systom unexponsively. It would 
bo necessary to arm tbo Board with power to 
onforco tbe rate if necessary. The unqueslion- 
ablo duty of ovoryono was in the support and 
advancement of education. There was not a 
single district in this Colony whero persons of 
education could not bo found who would u^^ 
durtako the instruction of tho young of tho 
district; the of 20 or 25 dollars per month 
waa a great consideration to tbem, and for 
that they -.ottld iostruci tbe young in tbe 
early p.. : of ';i day and give all the .attons 
■'on neoossary I J tlieir farms afterwards. All 
that would jo required would be the instruc- 
tion of the young wilbin a radius of tour or 
five miles in tho rudimentary branches of Eng- 
lish, such as reading and writing and tho first 
rules of arithmetic, Of ceurse those seeking o 
more liberal education would ba sent lo tbo 
public schools. Tho Goverinnenl aid must 
ho confined to tho extent of the public funds 
a|)proprialed for that purpose; li:; hoped the 
lime might come when the fauda applicable 
to such a purpose would only be measured by 
the requirements for educational purposes, 
and those of tbe most liberal character. Tbo 
Oolony was still In its infancy ; it was . true 
there were faults to bo found with Boards, but 
present circumstances rendered them neces. 
sary, and he at least would bow to tbe desires 
of bis constitutcnta. One or two of tbe clauses 
of tbo bill might be more liberal, but the 
.amendment of uucb faults..might bo left to a 
future time and tbe whole bill could be amend, 
od or improved as tbo nature of tbo period 
would indicate. 

Hon Robson — Tho bill, under all tho cir- 
cumstauccs, was very credilablo to tho geni 
tlenien who bad drawn It up. Tbo complaints 
for want of a common school system througbi 
out the Colony were very general, aud the 
importance of the Bubjact of.education entitled 
this bill to support. Ho cordially agreed with 
tho main features of tho measure, and any 
lil'.lo defects might easily be iemov«d in com- 
mittee. He did not see why Boards should bo 
deemed unnecessary, on the otlier- hand, tbo 
bill did not empower the local Boards to en>- 
force tbo payment of rates, which he thought 
a very great defect. 'Local Boards mast bo 
clothed with power to raise taxes in any way 
for tho purpnsos of education, and bo recom- 
m"nded before all tho impojition of a tax on 
real estate as tbo best mode of raising the ne- 
cessary tuuds. In Nanainio, for instance, tbe 
great bulk of tbe property belonged to a 
ivenltby company in England and it would bo 
a great hardship if tbo Local Board, by suoh 
non-residenco, were unable to raise the neces- 
sary funds. In relation to remarks of hon 
member opposite (bon Wood), be would say 
that there was nnt a free school in Oanada; 
tbe understood system in Oanada was opposed 
to free schools ; it waa true legislation in Ca- 
nada tended towards free schools in a restrict- 
ed Reuse and also to mako them compulsory; 
they legislated tbero on tbn principle of help- 
ing those who helped themselves. To throw 
free eJ'.icatioQ open to everyone was a serious 
principle, it caused pooplo to forget tho ad» 
vantages that were beslowcd on tbem and 
rendered Iho parents careless as to the attend- 
i.'ico of the children m sahool. ThtTO could 
be nu doubt Ibat making the parents pay one- 
half itic cost of educating tbeir children waa 
the true priuaplo. The bill before them look 
up ihiu ground wuv». n little elasticity to meet 
tliH requirements of tbe a-ilony. Ho did not 
think a farmer could teacu school; scbooU 
teaching was a profession like ^he law or 
physic. There were objections to a Central 
Board, bat be would give the Local Board 
power to hold tbe property of the schools, and 
the Central Board could thus be dispensed 
'with. Ho did not think tho common schools 
was tho place to imparl relicious instruction; 
it WIS in the f'hurcli or tiunday-school where 
that should be. sought. To allow clergymen 
lo visit the sitbools to discuss religious mat. 
ttrs wilh the pupils woulil he to inau;;urate a 
reign of terror; that feature must bo olimiuut- 
od from tbo bill. 

Hon Crease would support the second read- 
ing of tho bill. The Governmcul could nut 
be indilTerent on a subject of such vital im- 
portance as educatioa. He felt some reluct- 
anoft in supporting tbe common school feature 
of the bill which left out religious instruction; 
ho conceived that education without religion 
was in many cases worse than ignorance. lie 
had no wish to allude to the subject ns a mat. 
ter of discord. Boards can bo constructed to 
work remarkably well; bo did not seo what 
inherent evil they contained tn thoir con.posi- 
lion to jiroveiit their acling In perfect harmony 
It was very true that in certain things Govs 
eriiinout supervision is very necessary, as lor 
iostanco in connection wilh a Borrd of Iloallb; 
but in education bo should not rooomraond 
.-noro than tbo infusion of a certain number of 
ofliuiala on tba Board ; thoy would form a 
oonneoting link betweetyji«^robtor and. the 
grnntoo of tbe funds. He did not belle ro in 
tho frco ' school Byaloni, under that* syatom 
lurked tho lack of selfTolianco. Ho supported 
tho bill because it supplies a nnilorin systom 
BO necessary in nil countries. Ho never wished 
lo seo the Governor in Council prpcludod from 
giving aid to ilenomiiiatioiial schools ; many 
people object to send their children to God. 
ies.i schools whore God and rclicion was ex- 
cluded.
